Are Ready for Revolution. 

The Greenway Government, at present in 
power, was elected solely on the school ques- 
tion in 1892, carrying thirty seats out of 
forty in the Legislature, while but six of the 
minority were Catholics. The present min- 
istry is determined not to submit to any in- 
terference by the Ottawa Government with 
Manitoba’s rights. All the Ministers ex- 
pressed themselves today as confident they 
would be backed up by the people in thei? de- 
cision to reject the remedial order. 
Auy attempt, in fact, of the Ottawa Govern- 
ment to forcibly carry out its orders or to 
compel submission to its orders interfering 
with provincial school legislation will cause 
little short of a revolution, and much appre. 
hension is felt as to the outcome of the pres- 
ent condition of affairs. 

For the last four years the Manitoba Cath- 
olic minority has been testing Manitoba's 
right to abolish its “schools in the highest 
courts of the realm. Twice did it meet de- 
feat in the Supreme Court at Ot- 
tawa and twice was its appeal rejected 
when carried to the Judicial committee 
of the Imperial Privy Council in England. 
In February, 1894, the Catholics again pre- 
sented their claims to the Supreme Court, 
which again rejected thair right to appeal for 
redress.

NEW GAS ORDINANCE FAILS TO GO 
TBROUGH THE OOUNOIL 


It Is Introduced by Ald. Marrenner and 
Ald, Ryan Makes a Show of Consist- 
ency by Favoring Its Passage Under Ir- 


regular Conditions=Preparation Made 


for the Refunding of City Bond- Trans- 
fer of Funds Is Made—Other Council 
Work. 

Ald. Michael Ryan made a bluff at con- 
sistency at last evening’s meeting of the 
Council, but it was well understood his action 
was only a bluff. Ald. Marrenner had intro- 
duced the People’s Codperative ordinance, 
which provides for a franchise for the opera- 
tion of a gas plant. He requested 
that it be referred to the Committee 
on Gas, Oil, and Electric Light. Notwithstand- 
ing Judge Payne’s decision yesterday, which 
was in effect that an ordinance was vol 
unless it had been passed in the prescribed 
order of procedure, and that the Cosmopoli- 
tan electric and Ogden gas ordinances were 
irregular, Ald. Ryan moved a suspension of 
the rule, to place Marrenner’s ordinance on 


its passage. 
This caused a smile and Ald. Marrenner 
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committee of her Majesty's Privy Council, 
which finally decided in favor of the ap- 
pellants. 

The court held that the Catholics should ap- 
pear before the Dominion Government and 
ask that the federal powers instruct the Mani- 
toba Government for redress. In accordance 
with this verdict a monster petition was pre- 
sented by the Catholics of all Canada to the 
ment praying that the government 
should ask for redress from the Manitoba 
Government. The result is the remedial order 
received by the Manitoba Government today. 


BURGLARS HAVE PIONIO AT AUSTIN. 


Twenty or More Raids Result in Booty 
Valued at Over $5,000, 


Capt. Hansbury and Sergt. Hohman of the 
Austin police are thankful to the Chicago 
burglars who have left the town in peace 
for the last few days. Before that the 
thieves kept the policemen busy and made 
the commanding officers work night and 
day. During the weeks when the burglars 
were in power individual losses amounting 
to $1,000 were reported. 
burglaries goods valued at fully $5,000 were 
stolen. 

One of the biggest pauls made was that at 
the residence of F. W. Coffin, No. 5307 Wash- 
ington boulevard, where a watch, jewelry, 
and a quantity of silverware were taken. 

J. D. Leslie lives at Ivison avenue and 
Thirty-fourth street in the Town of Berwyn. 
Saturday morning, when he felt a cold breeze 
strike his head, he awoke with the knowl- 
edge that something was wrong. Jumping 
from bed he saw three men climbing down a 
ladder which was placed at his window. He 
called to his son, Ethelbert, and the latter re- 
sponded, bringing a rifle with him. The boy 
fired at the men, but they got away. Mr. 
Leslie found his watch and money were 
gone. The same night J. P. Bayard, who 
lives on Berkeley avenue, was awakened by 
the slamming of a door. He made an in- 
vestigation and found the house had been 
robbed, his gold watch having been taken 
from under his pillow and his pocketbook 
from his vest which was hanging on a chair. 
When the men reported their loss they found 
they were not alone, as Arthur Webb, who 
lives in Elliott avenue, had also been rebbed. 
From his house the burglars took $80 and 


some jewelry. 
Among the other residences robbed was 


‘that of Charles F. Vogel, No. 415 Poplar ave- 


nue. In this place the thieves got a quantity 
of valuable jewelry and table silver and went 
away clad in Mr. Vogel’s latest garments. 

Charles Robinson, who lives in Ohio street, 
is minus $55. Dr. J. N. Hathaway occupies 
one of the finest flats in the town. It is in 
the Austin Building, and Dr. Hathaway 
owned jewelry which he valued at nearly 
$1,000. This was kept in a dressing case in 
the bedroom not ten feet from the doctor's 
bed. Without awakening Mr. Hathaway 
and without disturbing any one in the build- 
ing the thieves entered the flat and carried 
off all the Jewelry and other valuables. An- 
other former owner of table silver and per- 
sonal jewelry is D. W. Hutchinson of No. 
400 Walnut street. His loss amounts to 
about $750.

The petition preceding the ordinance cites 
that the city of 2,000,000 people is now in 
the hands of a trust, and then asks for the 
passage of the ordinance granting a fifty-year 
franchise to the company to lay pipes in the 
city. The company promises to lay its 
mains and service pipes at the same time, 
thus doing away with the further tearmg 
up of tne streets. It offers to furnish gas 
to consumers at 75 cents per thousand and to 
the city at 65 cents per 1,000 feet, or at $14 
per lamp for street lighting. Cheaper rates 
are promised as devices and methods are in- 
vented by which gad can be manufactured 
cheaper.. The ordinance requires the com- 
pany to expend $250,000 within one year, 
and within three years that the bona fide cost 
of the piant and improvements shall be not 
less than $2,000,000. At the end of fifty 
years the plant and appurtenances are to re- 
vert to the city free of all indebtedness, . 


Transfer of $363,000. 


Chairman Madden of the Finance com- 
mittee got an order through authorizing the 
City Controller to transfer, as of the date of 
Dec. 31, 1894, from the general fund to the 
sinking fund the sum of $363,000 for inter- 
est due thesinking fund.

REALGREEKS IN A REALGREEK PLAY 


“Babel,” with aa Extraordinary Piet and 
a Galaxy of Talent, a Success. 

Greek met Greek last nigh} at the North 
Side Turner Hall, not fn a tug of war but as 
spectators at a Grecian comedy. For weeks 
the play has been the absorbing topic of con- 
versation in the Greek settlement. The com- 
edy, called Babel,“ was the first Greek 
play ever produced in Chicago and the work 
of home talent. ‘The scene is laid in Nauplia, 
the former capital of Greece, about the year 
1821. Eight natives of different islands 
and districts of Greece meet by chance 
in an inn. Under the oppressive rule 
of their foreign sovereigns their language has 
become so corrupted they cannot understand 
one another, and a quarrel ensues in which 
the Cretan shoots the Albanian. In the sec- 
ond act they are arrested and taken before a 
magistrate who is unable to understand any 
one of them. The tbird act ‘rectifies every- 
thing. The Albanian’s wound is instantly 
healed and he leads a wild national dance. 
The plot would do credit to a comic opera, 
and the costumes far outdid the dreams of 
Wilson, Foy, or Hopper. There were Greeks 
in short skirts, Greeks in Turkish trousers, 
with fierce bristling beards, and Greeks with 
their hair in papers. But they all acted with 
a hearty good will and the gallery applauded 
wildly. John Palamaros was Chief of Police, 
and the islanders were Johu Stavous, A. Man- 
asos, L. Kontis, J. Volikos, N. Stathakos, N. 
Mehalopulos, J. Leopulos, and A. Papahan- 
ascu. The play was composed by the actors, 
each writing his own part. They were all 
stars. The proceeds will be devoted to im- 
proving the Greek church. At the close of 
the play a dance was given. 


POSTOFPIOE PLANS ARB APPROVED, 


Lake-Front Building, Beginning May 1. 
te Be Finished by Oct. 1. 

Washington, D. C., March 25.—[Special. ]— 
Plans for the temporary public building for Chi- 
cago were practically agreed upon today. They 
are substantially the same as those submitted 
by Postmaster Hesing, with certain reduc- 
tions in space to keep the cost of building 
within the appropriation. Secretary Carlisle 
has decided to establish a Chicago division 
and will put it under the charge of a Chicago 
man if one can come well recom- 
mended, The present expectation is to 
have the contracts for the temporary work 
let by May 1, and the building itself fin- 
ished. by Aug. 1, the limit of ninety days 
for tne actual construction bemg deemed 
ample. The Supervising Architect’s office 
was assured today by Postmaster Hesing 
that Byron L. Smith, Montgomery Ward, and 
other property-owners had given their vertal 
assent to the construction of the build- 
ing. but did not wish to commit them- 
selves in writing. To furnish a basis for 
official action he put this statement in 
the form of a letter to the department. 
Secretary Carlisle has been appealed to on 
the subject of receiving plans by local archi- 
tects for the permanent building. Under the 
law he cannot pay for outside plans.

No Obstacle to Deportation. 


State Department officials have been look- 
ing into the question of the right of the United 
States to direct the deportation of an objec- 
tionable alien, and have come to the conclu- 
sion there is no legal obstacle in the way. 
It is simply a question as to whether 
or not it would be politic to adopt sucha 

course in view of the criticism which 
has followed the announcement of the 
State Department’s request for Mr. 
Thuféton’s recall. Certain it is the 
authorities have seriously considered the 
matter, and whether or not Mr. Thurston will 
be forced to leave the United States will de- 
pend in a large measure upon his course after 
he has ceased to be the Hawaiian Minister to 
this country.

Secretary 
Everett once declared: This government 
could never give up the right of excludmg 
foreigners whose presence they might deem 
a source of danger to the United States.” On 
another occasion Mr. Marcey, Secretary of 
State, declared that “every society possesses 
the undoubted right to determine who ho. shall

BUNGLING WORK WITH STEREOPTICONS 


Democratic Scheme Starts Off in Seven 
Places Inauspiciously. 

Burke & Gahan's celebrated Democratic 
Art Exhibitſon, advertised to annihilate the 
Republican party and perpetuate the name 
of Hopkins, opened last night simultaneous- 
ly in seven parts of the city—Fifth avenue 
and Washington street, Division and Wells 
streets, North avenue and Larrabee street, 
Milwaukee and Chicago avenues, Madison 
and Halsted streets, Blue Island avenue and 
Twelfth street, and Thirty-first and State 
streets.

The after taking 
views. showed a pleasing state of things, 
credited to Mayor Hopkins and Harry Ru- 
bens, wherein the population generally was 
disporting itself in the subways under the 
tracks. There was nothing to show what 
connection, if any, Frank Wenter had with

TO HONOR THE PRESIDENT’S STAND. 


FOR HONEST MONEY, 


Circular Signed by Chicago Business- Men 
and Bankers Suggesting a Public Recep- 
tion in Chicago Favorably Impresses 
Mr. Cleveland=Will Visit This City 
if His Motives Will Not Be Miscon- 
strued=Chicago the Place to Hold a 
Meeting in Favor of Honest Money.

Some few days ago there was in the ante-room 
of the President's office at the White House 
an accidental gather.ng of a number of party 
leaders waiting to see Mr. Cleveland. His 
financial policy was being commended when 
one of the party mentioned the fact thata 
petition had been circulated and generally 
signed in Chicago asking the President to be 
present at a reception there specially in honor 
of the stand he had taken on the money qués- 
tion. The idea found an immediate echo. 

The statement was made that a petition or 
memorial to the President had been circu- 
lated in Chicago and had been signed by 
bankers and business-men generally without 
regard to party. Subsequentiy one of the 
party referred to the matter cautiously to the 
President and found to his surprise that Mr. 
Cleveland had been informed of the proposed 
reception, .though not officially, and was 
favorably impressed with the idea. The Pres- 
ident, it is said, went so far as to consider the 
matter, and intimated that if an official invi- 
tation were received it would at least be 
looked on with favor. 

The caller urged in an informal way that if 
the people of Chicago were getting up such a 
reception, based only on the question ofa 
financial policy, and outside of politics, it 


would be the duty of the President to attend. 


Mr. Cleveland declared he had been much 
gratified at the letters and telegrams he had 
received from the metropolis of the West, and 
declared that it would give him great “pieas- 
ure to visit Chicago under such circum- 


» stances if it could be done without offense 


and without misconstruction of his motives. 
The President expressed himself strongly on 
the necessity of some movement directly in 
the interest of honest money, and called at- 
tention to the fact that while the fiatists and 
repudiationists and free silver cranks were 
perfecting their reorganization and making 
efforts to capture both the old parties or form 
a new one the friends of honest money and 
pational financial integrity were apparently 
doing nothing. In concluding the talk he ad- 
mitted that some time ago he had been ap- 
proached informally about the Chicago re- 
ception, and had promised if the matter took 
definite shape he would give it careful con- 
sideration. Since then he has heard nothing 
of the matter, and presumed the project had 
been dropped.

While the President was very cautious in 
his statements, as was natural, several per- 
sons who have talked with him have become 
ressed with his desire for a general move- 


ment in favor of honest methods of govern- 
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mental finance to counteract the combina- 
tions of the fiatists and theorists in both 
. The idea of holding such a gather- 

at Chicago has been favorably received, 
not only because of its central location, but 
also because it could not be charged that the 
movement was engineered by New York or 
New England. While the President might 
not find it desirable to attend such a gather- 
ng, it is reasonably certain, from the reports 
of those who havyeinterviewed him, that he 
would further it with his influence and that of 
his administration. If such a memorial as 
has been described is still being circulated it 
will not be thrown into the waste basket when

cretion of Congress, It was strongly hinted 
at the time the bill was under consideration 
in Congress that a strong lobby was working 
for this very end. The Supreme Court cannot 
cure this defect by striking out the exemp- 
tions. as the minute it does not bring these 
exempted comp.nies within the operation of 
the law and impose a tax which Congress has 
not sanctioned. This becomes judicial legis- 
lation and would not be tolerated. So if the 
court is convinced these exemptions are im- 
proper the law will have to be declared un- 
constitutional. 

Still another debatable question is as to in- 
comes derived from rents. The court has al- 
ready decided that a tax on real estate is a 
direct tax and must be apportioned by the 
census, and the lawyers — opposed the law 
have contended that a tax on rents 1s a tax on 
real estate, and they preduce a formidable 
array of authorities to sustain them in this 
contention. If the court decides a tax on 
rents is a tax on real estate it must necessari- 
ly knock out that much of the law as relates 
to realestate. It is also debatable whether 
euch a finding would not invalidate the whole 
law. If it did not it would at least deprive 
the government of a considerable part of tax 
expected from this law. It would also operate 
unjustly to tax a business-man upon his in- 
come derived from hard work and relieve the 
idle land-owners of the country, whose prop- 
erty receives more protection from the gov- 
ernment than that of any one else and who 
should in fact bear the greatest burden.

These are all questions, however, which the 
court must carefully weigh, and it is doubtful 
whether all these nice questions can be ad- 
justed without considerable study and discus- 
sion. It may happen that the law may be de- 
feuted because a majority of the court cannot 
agree on all these propositions. One Judge 
may hold the law unconstitutional on one 
ground and another on a different one and so 
on, 

In closing.his argument Mr. Carter took 
occasion to warn the court that if it declared 
this law unconstitutional the people might 
arise in their wrath and sweep the court out 
of existence. Many people doubted the pro- 
priety of these remarks and it was learned 


afterwards that at least one member of the 8

ARGUETHE DEBS CASE 


HABEAS OORPUS PLEA I8 HEARD BY 
THE SUPREME OOURT. 


Messra, Lyman Trumbull, & 8. Gregory, 
Assistant Attorney-Genersl Whitney. 
and Special Attorney Edwin Walker 
Make Their Argument; — Petitioners 
Contend the Original Bill States No 
Case Cognizable in Chancery=—Right of 
Courts of Equity to Protect Commerce, 

Washington, D. C., March 25.—The United 

States Supreme Court today began the hear- 

ing of argument in the case of Eugene V. 

Debs, President of the American Railway 

Union, and others who participated with him 

in the Chicago strike of the summer of 1894. 

The knowledge that the case was to come up 


did not attract so large an audience of dis- 


tinguished people as were present in the 
court-room when the income tax cases were 
being presented, but the attendance, eapecial- 
ly outside of the bar, was considerably in ex- 
cess of that on ordinary days and wae greater 
than could be accommodated with seats. 
The counsel numbered three on the side of 
the defendants, headed by Lyman Trumbull 
and including Messrs. S. S. Gregory and C. S. 
Darrow. Attorney-General Olney, Assistant 
Attorney-General Whitney, and Edwin Walk- 
er, Special United States attorney, appeared 
for the government. The early proceedings 
in the case today developed that while the 
argument would, be extended, the question at 
issue was not complex. Debs and his associ- 
ates ask fora writ of habeas corpus, retriev- 
ing from the sentence of imprisonment passed 
upon them by Judge Woods of the United 
“ease Circuit for the Northern District of II- 
inois. 
„The fact was soon developed that the main 
contention of the petitioners would be that 
the original bill stated no case cognizable in 
chancery,and that therefore the injunction 
was void, and that the persons at whom it 
was aimed were not bound to observe it. In 
support of this proposition they asserted that 
without statutory authority from Congress 
the government could maintain no such bill, 
and that no such authority could be found un- 
less it be in the act of 1890, known as the 
Sherman anti-trust act. But they contended 
this act was not applicabie, or if it was appli- 
cable, Sec. 4 of it. authorizing such proceed- 
Ings, was unconstitutional, because involving 
the proceedings in chancery in such a case it 
deprived defendants on trial under a penal 
statute of the right of trial by jury, contrary 
to the sixth amendment to the Constitution. 
Mr. Trumbull characterized the proceed- 
ings as extraordinary and declared the state- 
ments in the billin equity as reckless. He 
declared the statements made in it had been 
sworn to by an un on persoa, a man who 
for aught he knew had been picked up on the 
streetfor the purpose. He contended that 
the primary object of the American Railway 
Union was to bring about a peaceful adjust- 
ment of the difficulties between the Pullman 
company and its employés and said this was 
praiseworthy. Furthermore he doclared 
that this object would have been accom- 
plished but for the refusal of the Pullman of- 
ficials to grant any concessions. He also 
argued the right of the railroad and Pullman 
em ployés to quit work when they chose and 
criticisea the language of the bill in charac- 
terizing this action on their part as a boycott. 
The great question was, he said, whether a 
court of equity bad jurisdicticn in a case of 
the character of the one under consideration, 
and proceeded to argue the constitutional 
bearing of the question. He did not believe 
it competent for Congress to confer upon 
courts of equity jurisdiction in any but equity 
cases, and he insisted that Congress had never 
undertaken toconfer such prerogative. He 
took issue with the contention that the con- 
stitutional provision for the regulation of 
commerce between the States gave authority 
for such a proceeding as this in equity, but 
declared that this was entirely contrary to the 
holding of the courts, in support of which he 
quoted various authorities. He asserted the 


injunction in the case had been issued without | 


notice, except in the newspapers. If this was 
true, it was in defiance of Congress and it was 
not to be supposed that everybody was to be 
compelled to read newspapers. 

Assistant Attorney-General Whitney fol- 
lowed on behalf of the government. He did not 
suppose the court would find it necessary to go 
into the general question of strikes and boy- 
cotts, which was an untrodden field for the 
Supreme Court and involved points on which 
the courte and the text writers so far as they 
had dealt with the matter were divided. He 
dwelt upon the great injury done by the 
strike, which injury was, he said, irreparable, 
and asked that the court take cognizance of 
this fact as it was conceded on all hands. 
There could hardly be a question that the 
strike was unlawful in its aspects, in its at- 
tempt at boycotting and at controlling by 
combination the railroad traffic of the coun- 
try. The real question was as to jurisdiction 
of a court of equity and he contended that it 
had it in such a case as the present. 

Mr. Whitney contended in reply to the 
objection that the United States was not 
properly a party to the present proceedings, 
having no interests which were in vol ved, that 
in a habeas corpus proceeding it was im- 
material by what party the proceeding should 
be inaugurated. He also contended that the 
case was one in which it was proper to invoke 
the aid of an equity court to the extent at 
least of granting an injunction, leaving the 
criminal features of the case to be considered 
by a criminal court. 

Mr. Gregory opened his argument with a 
reference to the question as to whether the 
**information”’ in the case was properly be- 
fore the court and he urged that the case was 
not one for too close scrutiny, as the matter 
was one involving the liberty of the citizens. 
He contended that Debs and his associates 
had not been enjoined from ordering a 
strike.“ which was what they had been guilty 
of, if guilty at all. 

Regurding the jurisdiction of the court be- 
low, Mr. Gregory contended that there was 
none because no Federal statute had been 
submitted under which tne case could be con- 
sidered there except the anti-trust law, and he 
characterized the effort to proceed under this 
law as a kind of judicial strabism.“ He re. 
garded it as significant that thegovernment 
had virtually abandoned this law as a ground 
of pr ing. ° 
Mr. Walker asserted the right of the United 
States to invoke the aid of an equity cdurt to 
suppress a nuisance, and therefore such a 
eourt had jurisdiction in this case. He re- 
ferred briefly to the condition of affairs in 
Chicago when the appeal was made tw the 
Circuit Court. He defended the right of the 
government to invoke protection of inter- 
State commerce in a court of equity, assert- 
ing that such u course is authorized both by 
the statutes and the decision of the courts. 

Mr. Walker concluded with the adjourn- 
ment of the court at 4 o’clock, leaving only 
two arguments still to be made—that of At. 
torney-General Olney for the government and 
of Mr. Darrow for the petitioners,

Says That Where a General Public Less 
Results from the Action of the Council 
the Remedy Is Through the Attorney- 
General—Decision Affecta the Cosmo- 
politan as Well as the Ogden Ordinance 
~Attoraey Zeisler Thinks the Streets 
of the City Will Newer Be torn Up. 

Judge Payne yesterday delivered an opin- 
ion cn the Ogden Gas ordinance injunction 
suit, in which he held that a courtof chancery 
had no power to interfere with the city. This 
decision sustained the demurrer to the bill 
and threw the suit out of court. An appeal 
was taken from the order by the complain- 
ants to the upper court. The court held that 
where a general public loss results from the 
action of the Council a remedy will lie 
through the Attorney-General, but main. 
tained that the bill filed in this case, not al- 
leging any special damages, it could not lie. 
The injury of the complainants, if any, would 
necessarily be the same in kind as that of 
every other property-owner in Chicago simi- 
larly situated, and for this reason the bill 
must fail. Where the power exercised or 
wrong alleged is public and common to all 
the remedy is public and must be invoked by 
the Attorney-General or State’s-Attorney; 
The present decision also involves the Cos. 
mopolitan Electric ordinance. It was agreed 
upon the hearing that, while the Cosmopoli- 
tan company was nota formal defendant, it 
should be considered as such. 

Sigmund Zeisler, who made the fight on the 
ordinance, considers the decision a victory for 
himself and clients, in spite of its apparently 
favorable aspect for the companies, and he is 
accordingly well pleased. He predicts that 
the decision will result in the defeat of the 
plans of the men who put the ordinances

“The result, in my opinion, will be that 
the streets of Chicago will not be torn up. No

Opinion of the Judge,

Contentions of Illiegality.

About Bribery Charges. 


The charge in the bill that the ordinances were 
secured by bribery and corrupt means and that 
reat loss will result to the taxpayers because of 
insufficient safeguards against tearing up 
and restoring the streets makes it necessary to 
consider briefly the theory of our government. 
That the three departments, the erecutive, the 
legislative, and the judicial, are separate, inde- 
pendent, and coordinate is a fundamental prio- 
ciple. Neither department has the right to en- 
croach upon the other. * 

Justice Magruder, speaking for the Supreme 
Court in the case of Stevens against St. Mary's 
Training School, used this language: The 
General Assembly is a codrdinate power of 
the State Government and sois the law-making 
power of municipal corporations within the pre- 
scribed limits. It is no mora competent for the 
judiciary to interfere with the legislative acts of 
the one than the other. But the unconstitutional 
acts of each may be annulied.”’ 

The City Council as a legislative body possesses 
two kinds of power. First. public—that is, general 
legislative power. Under this head if provides 
police reguiations, regulates the use of the streets, 

rants franchises, and does any act authorized 
25 the charter of a general public character. 
Second, private. This embraces the ownership 
and control of the water-works used in this city ; 
a gas plant as used in some other cities; real 
estate, as the County owned the reform school

in the Herlock case. This distinction runs 
through all cases and is particulariy emphasized 
in the case of Wagner against the City of Rock 
Island, I quote: In separating the two powers, 
public and private, regard must be had to the 
object of the Legislature in conferring them. It 
— for public purposes exclusively they 

long to the corporate in its public, 
political, or municipal character. ut if 
the grant was for purposes of private 
advantage and emolument the corporation is to 
be rega as a private company. It stand upon 
the same footing as would any individuai or 
body or persons upon whom like special fran- 
chiises had been conferred. I deem the law well 
settled that as to all matters of public character 
the Council is supreme. A“ to all matters of 
private character within the meaning here used 
it sustains a trust relation to the public, and a 
citizen and taxpayer has the right to file a bili 
to call upon the municipal body to an account- 
ing in court. 


Council Had the Power, 


The power exercised by the Council in passing 
the ordinances in question was clearly a public 
municipal power and so far as that power was 
exercised within charter limits itis not subject 
to be calied in question by the courts. e@ logie 
of this is that the court has no power to inquire 
into the fact as to whether there was or was not 
bribery or improper means to secure the 
of these ordinances, nor is it within the power of 
the court to inquire whether proper safeguards 
were requi by the Council to protect the 
streets of the city.

The first day of May, how- 
ever, we shall begin the erection of the largest gas 
plant in Chicago. It will have a capacity of 10,- 
000,000 cubic feet a day and will cost about $2,000, - 
000. The company is to be financiered on exactly! 
the same lines as was the Hyde Park Mutual Fuel 
Gas company. No bonds will be issued. Stoch 
will be issued at par and will be full paid in cash, 
and the amount of stock issued will correspond to 
the exact cost of the plant. The stockho ders of 
the Hyde Park Mutual Fuel company will be given 
the privilege of subscribing at par to the stock of 
the Universal Gas company, they having a pro 
rata right according to the proportion which their 
holdings in the Mutual Fuel company bears to the 
total capital of the Universal company.

New York, March 25.—{Special.}—The long 
established wholesale dry goods house of E. 
S. Juffray & Co. today went into the hands 
of receivers. The action was a friendly one 
and was brought about to avoid possible dif- 
ficulties growing out of the winding up of 
the estate of E. S. Jaffray. The receivers are 
James G. Cannon, Vice-President of the 
Fourth National Bank; A. D. Juillard, senior 
member of the dry goods firm of A. D. Juil- 
lard & Co.; and Howard S. Jaffray. The re- 
ceivers filed bonds today in the sum of $100, - 
000 each: 

This action was agreed on by members of 
the firm last week after consultation with 
their friends as to the best means of winding 
up the estate. 

In the will of E. S. Jaffray, the capitalist 

and senior member of the firm, there was a 

provision that the residue of his estate, with 

his interest in the dry goods house, should be 
divided among his children three years after 

his death, which occurred April 22, 1892. 

The complaint in the action sets out the lia- 
bilities of the firm as $2,500,000, $1,000,000 for 
merchandise, $1,000,000 on obligations, and 
the balance of $500,000 on notes. The losses 
of the firm recently, it states, on account of 
the depression in business have been over 
half a million dollars, and $750,000 has been 
withdrawn by the estate of E. S. Jaffray. 

The business done by the New York house 
generally amounts to from $8,000,000 to $10,- 
000,000 a year. It employs about 300 men and 


has seventy-four traveling salesmen. The 


firm was organized in 1809 by Robert Jaffray 
as a branch of the London house.

The commis- 
sions were to be $5 a hundred@.bales either 
way. March 6 Fisher ordered his brokers to 
sell and got a melancholy letter from them 
Stating the broker through whom the cotton 
had been bought had suspended payment, 
and they had been unable to collect any- 
thing, and so on. 
Investigation, Mr. Fisher says, proved the 
cotton had not been bought for him; that no 
broker or member had been suspended by 
the Cotton Exchange of this city for many 
weeks prior to March 16; that Baring, 
Moore & Co. are not members of the New 
York Stock-Exchange, the New York Prod- 
uce Exchange, and the Chicago Board of 
Trade, as they advertise themselves to be; 
and that they are not known to the Superin- 
tendent of Banks of this State. Fisher also 
says Baring’s real name is Biscowitg, and 
that this is not the first time the law has 
laid its hands on him.

STRIKE OF J, E. ADDICKS’ WORKMEN. 


They Form a Mob and Become Threatening 
at Perth Amboy, N. J. 

New York, March 25.—[Special.]—Three 
hundred and fifty employés of the Staten Isl- 
and Terra Cotta Lumber Manufacturing com- 
pany, whose plantis at Spa Springs, Perth 
Amboy, N. J., struck work this morning be- 
cause their wages were fat in arreats.

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At the close of the third act of The War 
of Wealth, Mr. Robert Hilliard, who im- 
personated a leisurely gentleman of great 
resources, both financial and moral, did bat- 
tle single handed against overwhelming num- 
bers of striking workmen and saved the works 
of a great transit company from destruction 
by fire. The great first night audience at the 
Columbia Theater arose tumulutously to the 
occasion and demanded a speech from the 
author, Charles T. Dazey, who responded 
from one of the boxes. The ciimax of the 
play, the fourth act, revealed a realistic scene 
ofurun on the banking establishment of 
Warfield & Co. The financial walls had 
crumbled and the great front doors were clos- 
ing when Mr. Hilliard appeared. again, this 
time driving an express wagon which con- 
tained his entire fortune of, several millions 
of dollars in gold. The audience repeated 
its earlier demonstrations with increased vigor 
and Mr. Dazey entertained them again with 
expressions of his thankfulness: From a 
broadly popular point of view, The War of 
Wealth had proved a suctess. 

The new play, which had its first Chicago 
production at the Columbia, is an elaborate 
melodrama of the class of “In Old Ken- 
tucky, by the same author, although it claims 
to be more pretentious. Its title is suggestive 
of an economical flavoring, but it touches 
upon such questions only enough to keep alive 
the flames of enthusiasm in the upper tiers. 
It is a vigorous melodrama of situation and 
strong heart interest, artificial in its reflec. 
tions of life, but robust and heroic in the story 
it presents. Its complications concern a par- 
ticulariy depraved villain, two sets of lovers, 
a bank President and his wife whose early in- 
discretions come to light in the course of the 
story and invo've the fuster chiid of a laborer, 
The central, point around which the action re- 
volves is the attempt of an unscrupulous trust 
to wreck an opposition bank by influencing 
the cashier to make fraudulent loans. This 
cashier is the villain, and before the fall of the 
final curtain the author loads him down with 
so much crime that he becomes an object of 
pity. The story of love, suspicion, distrust, 
vindication, and retribution is the one which 
would naturally be inferred from the given 
conditions. 5 ö 

The War of Wealth“ is not in any sense 
a fine melodrama, The wheels of its ma- 
chinery are easily apparent under its cover- 
ing of love and heroism. It reveals the work- 
ing classes suffermg from the influence of a 
trust, but it makes no attempt to set forth 
the situation forcibly. It isa play for popu- 
lar audiences who prefer to see ex press 
wagon rather than hear is described, even 
=e the illusion 1s spoiled ten minutes be- 
fore by the sound of the horses behind the 
scenes. It deserves commendation for a cer- 
tain ingenuity with which the threads of a 
complicated story ate held together and car- 
ried along to a happy issue.

sage of a bill creating the park district de- 
sired. They made a strong appeal and what 
they had to say was well received, The 
joint committee eonsisted of Senators Coon 
Anthony, Netterstrom, and Bartling, and 
Representatives Schubert, Cella, and Novack. 
The committee also heard arguments for and 
* the Lincoln Park bills now pending. 
While there werea,dozen men in the Evans- 
ton delegation the arguments were made by 
Alexander Clark, D. 15 Burnham, and H. R. 
Wilson. The Evanstenians have been qhietly 
working on their project for some time. They 
have along the east village front one mile of 
lake-shore which they wish to create into a 

rk while conditions are favorable and be- 
ore new owners who might not be public 
spirited get settled along ‘the shore. The 
riparian rights to the most of tuis mile of 
shore line are owned by the Town of Evanston. 
The rest is owned three or four citizens 
who are anxious to have the town improved. 
When the work is done ‘Evanston hopes to 
have a beautiful drive, a waterway, and 
promenades, There is now an unoccupied 
strip from 200 to 300 feet wide, and if a 
park district were created it would be easy to 
extend this strip 1,000 feet into the lake with- 
out interfering with navigation.

A CHANCE FOR MOLONEY OR KERN, 
Judge Payne’s admirable decision in the 
case of the Ogden and Cosmopolitan boodle 
ordinances casts a cloud on them which de- 
prives them of commercial value. No cap- 
italists will be likely to invest in them any 
more than may have been invested already in 
the way of persuading Aldermen, until the 
Supreme Court has overruled the reasoning 
by which Judge Payne arrives at the conclu- 
sion that the two ordinances ure invalid, al- 
though he had not the power in the proceed- 
ing before him so to declare. Taking into 
consideration the law and the facts the Su- 
preme Court will concur in his view of the 
case. 

It will be remembered that in one instance 
Mike Ryan, and ih the other John McGillen, 
moved to take from the files an ordinance 
which had been dormant for months and of- 
fered a substitute for it Which was passed 
straightway by the gang. Judge Payne holds 
that the provision of the old charter to the ef- 
fect that all ordinances shall be referred to 
appropriate committees except by unanimous 
consent, and only acted on by the Council at 
a subsequent meeting, is still in force. He 
holds also that the Ogden and Cosmopolitan 
ordinances were not genuine substitutes. 
While relating to the same general subjects 
as the old ordinances they were really new 
ones, and uuanimous consent not having been 
given could not legally have been passed the 
night of their introduction. 

But inasmuch as the complainants in the 
suits brought before him are private citizens 
who have no standing unless they can show 
some specialg and peculiar injury, Judge 
Payne had to hold that he had no jurisdic- 
tion. As for the allegaticn that the ordinances 
had been passed by bribery the Supreme 
Court has decided repeatedly that courts can- 
not review legislative acts upon charges of 
this kind. * 

What private citizens cahnot do, however. 
the Attorney-General or the State’s-Attorney, 
as Judge Payne said, tau do. Either of these 
can begin suit against the corporations which 
are claiming the ownership of franchises 
authorizing them to rip up the streets and go 
into the gas or electric light business, and, if 
there is a serious uttempt made to defend the 
validity of these boodle measures, can get 
from the Supreme Court a decision to the ef- 
fect that they are null and void. 

So it appears that the maintenance of the 
rights of the citizens is intrusted to Mr. 
Moloney and to Mr. Kern. The first of these 
individuals has shown great zeal in attacking 
various “combines.” Will he show equal 
energy in attacking the Aldermanic com- 
vine when he has so excellent an opportuhi- 
ty? The greedy Aldermen have put them- 
selves in his power. They were in such a 
hurry to get their ordinances through with the 
least possible publicity and criticism that they 
violated charter provisions. If these ordi- 
nances are upset it will be impossible to get 
a cent for them and the Aldermen will be in 
asad plight. ‘‘ The pleasure missed them, 
but the scandal hit.“ 

It was stated by the attorney for one com- 
pany that work would be begun under the 
ordinance in a short time. Probably this is 
bluffing. The fact that the substitute Heat 
and Power ordinanee was referred to a com- 
mittee is evidence that the members of the 
“combine” see their mistake. Nevertheless 
either Mr. Moloney or MY. Kern should come 
to the front at once. They cannot afford to 
wait. Judge Payne has told them on what 
ground to attack these ordinances. Which of 
them will get at it first to reap the glory? Mr. 
Kern is on the ground. He is a citizen of 
Chicago specially interested in punishing 
boodling Aidermen by putting it out of their 
power to makea dollar out of these ordi- 
nances. Unquestionably he will begin pro- 
ceedings today and get in ahead of Moloney. 


TAXATION OF IMPROVED REAL ESTATE. 


ions that the people of this city pay annually 
direct taxes to the amount of $18,000,000 
and has asked them whether they are willing

A correspondent, speaking not at random 
but with a full knowledge of ‘the facts, says 
that the taxes paid here upon improved resi- 
dence property amount to from 1 to 1% per 
cent perannpm on the actual value, which 
taxes take on the average about 30 per cent 
of the net income—of what remains after de- 
ducting what it costa to keep the property in 
decent condition, insurance, etc. 

The President of the Alton road complains 
in his last report that taxation is too high be- 
cause the taxes paid by thatroad are 15% per 
cent of the earnings applicable to divi- 
dende. This means, of course, the income 
left after the deduction of all fixed charges 
or interest upon indebtedness. 

If this same standard of computation is ap- 
plied to the residence property of this city, 
says the correspondent, then there must be 
deducted from income the interest paid upon 
incumbrances which amounts to several mill. 
ions, When that deduction has been maae it 
will be found that the taxes paid upon such

THE MANITOBA SPECK OF WAR.

The Dominion Government 
has demanded of the Legislature of Mani- 
toba that it shall restore to the minority the 
right to build, equip, and maintain Roman 
Catholic schools under. statutes which were 
repealed in 1890; to share proportionately 
in grants made from the public funds for 
educational purposes; and to exempt auch 


Roman Catholic schools from all payments | 


or contributions in support of any other 
schools. Ina word, the order of the Domin- 
ion Government is substantially for the 
restoration of the separate school system in 
Manitoba. The Legislature of the latter 


province, it is stated, will reject the order by 


a large majority, and if the government seeks 
to enforce it it may result in a revolution. 

The people of Manitoba seem to have the 
law upon their side, Separate schools were 
abolished by the acts of 1890, and the Legis- 
lature was sustained by the Privy Council as 
to its right to pass such acts. The question 
then turns upon the right of the Dominion 
Government to impose upon a province a law 
to which the large majority of its people are 
opposed. The Toronto Globe, in discussing 
the situation, takes the part of the Mani- 
tobans, and warns Parliament that it should 
think thrice before coercing a loyal and law- 
abiding community. It says: 

They deserve better treatment at our hands 
than to have the laws which they have passed de- 
liberately and with full knowledge of their own 
conditions destroyed by a body to whom those 
conditions are unknown, acting without inquiry 
and without adequate consideration. Parliament 
muy pass the law, composed, as it is, largely of 
men who may never have to face the people 
again. But in doing so it will be entoring upon a 
course fraught with difficulty if not with peril to 
the Confederation. It will be estafiiishing a bad 
precedent, the effects of which my be suffered 
by others besides the people of Manitoba. 

It is evident that the majority in Manitoba 
is in deadly earnest. It complains not only 
of the order itself, but also of the manner in 
which it has been served, it having been is- 
sued and published all over Eastern Canada 
before it was delivered to the Manitoba Gov- 
ernment, The Manitoba Free Press rightly 
protests: Sir Mackenzie Bowell has passed 
the remedial order and sent it through the 
provincial government to the Legislature now 
in session, but he has not allowed time for its 
receipt by them before publicly informing the 
world what he has called upon Manitoba to 
do.“ Qutraged by the interference of the 
Dominion Government with a law whose 
validity had already been passed upon by the 
Privy Council, and insulted by the manner of 
the presentation of the order, there is little 
doubt that the Legislature will refuse to ac- 
cept it. This will probably be followed by 
dissolution of Parliament and an appeal to 
the people for the indorsement of its action. 
That the people will indorse goes without 
saying. If inen the Dominion Government 
persists in enforcing its order there will be 
trouble.

NEW YORK RACE-TRACK LEGISLATION, 
The bill regarding horse races which the 
New. York Legislature is going to pass pro- 
vides for the incorporation of racing associa- 
tions with power to hold one or more meet- 
ings in each year between April and Novem. 
ber, at which races may be held for purses, 
prizes, or stakes. If it is the intention to 
have running as weil as trotting races a li. 
cense must be obtained from the State Rac. 
ing Commission. Those associations having 
such licenses must pay 5 per cent of their 
gross receipts to the State. Each license 
runs for a year, and may be revoked by the 
commission on complaint of the State Jockey 
club, State, county, and other fair as:ocia- 
tions do not have to take out licenses. 
Fool-selling of all kinds is forbidden, It is 
a misdemeanor for the officer or agent of 
any association to take money from any one 
for the privilege of mak mg or recotding bets. 
Any person who makes or records any bet or 
wager on a race forfeits the value of any 
money wagered, received, or held by him. 


of a conatitutional prohibition of pool selling 
which is to be followed up by the law, an ab- 
stract of which has been given. 

How much better this measure is than the 
less offensive of the two bills now before the 
General Assembly, It is not for the benefit 
of the gamblers. It makes ro concessions to 
them, It gives the country people all they 
can and do ask for. They want no selling of 
pools on their fair racetracks, By permitting 
races to be run for stakes or prizes those 
legitimately interested in the breeding of 
horses are given all that they have a right to 
askfor. As forthe race tracks, if they cannot 
live without sellmg privileges to bookmen 
then let them die. 

Of course Senators who have put a brand upon 
themselves by the passage of the Humphrey 
gamblers’ bill will not touch a measure like 
this New York one for it would not meet with 
the approval of the men who own and vote 
them. 


. _ MISS COUZINS AND FAIR, 
Apparently wonders will never cease in this 
Fair business. The late Senator was mixed 
up with divorces and svandals, both directly 
and indirectly, From the way in which fe- 
male heirs are turning up, his cultivation of 
the fair sex must have been diffusive and gen- 
erous. From the number of wills which are 
also turning up he must have spent a large 
part of his time in making them, and been 
quite uncertain who had the best claim upon 
his millions. Now comes the strangest rev- 


_@lation of all in the statement of Miss Phebe 


Couzins that at the time of his death she was 
engaged to him, and that if his untimely 
death had not occurred she would now have 
been Mrs. Fair, in which case the crowd of 
eager women chasing after his fortune would 
have had a lively time of it, and there would 

have been less time wasted in Will-makmg. 

Mr. Fair would have been taught how to make 
a last will and testament, and there would 
have been no danger of its being disputed. 
Strange as this romantic incident of the Co- 
lumbus centennial year may seem, for it was 
in connection with her trouble with the Board 
of Lady Managers that she opened up the cor- 
respondence that led to their betrothal, 
jt is not at all remarkable. Mr. Fair was 
susceptibie, and after a few letters had passed 
between them he was ready to become her 
husband and she had consented to become his 
wife, when pailida mors stepped in and broke 
up the arrangsment.

BURKE ON BUTTERINE, 

Possibiy Representative Burke knew what 
he was driving at when he introduced in the 
Legislature of this State his bill to prohibit 
the manufacture and eale of butterine, oleo- 
margarine, and other imitations of butter 
within the limits of Illinois. But he was not 
working for the good of his farmer constit- 
uents or of the toilers in the cities. The ani- 
mals are worth more and. therefore, sell for 
more to the raiser of cattle than they would 
if the fat from which butterine is made were 
treated as a waste product. The dairymen 
still would have to seli their butter in com- 
petition with the imitation article which 
would be made in other States it forbidden 
in Illinois, and if it were possible to rue out 
the imitation many thousands who now con- 
sume it would have to get along with the 
minimum quantity of animal fat, being un- 
able to buy butter at the higher prices which 
some folks are foolish enough to fancy would 
benefit them if the manufacture and sale of 
butterine in this State were prohibited. 

Evidently Mr. Burke did not stop before 
presenting his bill to ask if he and his brother 
legislators have a right to pass laws which 
would throw several huadred people out of a 
legitimate employment, abolish the market 
for a useful product, and actually prevent the 
consumption of an unobjectionable article of 
food by any who might prefer that to the un- 
adulterated product of the dairy. Perhaps 
he did not take the trouble to remember that 
he is in a country the people of which claim 
to be free. He may even have fancied for 
the moment that he is in one of the most 
despotic countries of the Old World, the in- 
habitants of which are accustomed to take 
their cue from their rulers, not only as to 
what they shall eat and drink and wear but 
whether they shall eat and drink atall. If he 
realizes the fact that he is an American citi- 
zen, sent to the Legislature for the supposed 
purpose of making laws that are not incon- 
sistent with personal liberty, he must have 
strange notions imregard to the meaning of 
that liberty. 


A PITIFOL EVASION, 

The officfhls who had the awarding of 
the contract for removing garbage from the 
Nineteenth Ward of this city have rejected 
the bid made by Miss Jane Addams. She of- 
fered to do the work, and intended to do it, 
if allowed to try, but as she omitted the 
formality of attaching to her bid an affidavit 
stating that she would and could perform the 
work in an efficient manner ifawarded the 
contract her bid was thrown out, 

It needs no great stretch of the imagination 
to fancy a lot of the contractors laughing in 
their sleeves at this summary way of dispos- 
ing of the intrusive bidder, and congratu- 
lating themselves on the possession of easy 
consciences, which permit them to make such 
an affidavit without the least intention of per- 
forming what they agree todo. For it goes 
without saying that hardly a single one of 
these contracts has been lived up to in sev- 
eral years past. True, it is urged for some of 
them that the amount paid them is notorious- 


‘ly insufficient to compensate for a proper 


performance of the work, and that they could 
not live up te the ccntract without heavy loss. 
But also it is true that some of the number 
have been in the habit of naming figures so 
low as to exclude competition by any honest 
person, and have done so with the deliberate 
intention of shirking the work or not attempt- 
ing to do it at all. For about all the rest it 
cannot be denied that their service is poor 
enough, and not as good as they could render 
for the money they receive.

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[CUSTOMS OF EASTER. 


HOW THE SEASON Is OBLEBRATED IN 
EUROPE AND THE ORIENT.

In Russia the People Visit, Exchenge 
Fate, aud Drink a Great Deal-The 
Egyptians Considered Eggs a Sacred 
Embiem of the Renovation of Mankind 
After the Deluge=The Jews Adopted 
Them a: a Tepe of Thetr Departure 


from the Land of Eeyp*. 

Dr. Chandler, in his “ Travels in Asia 
Minor,” gives this account of the manner of 
celebrating Faster among the modern 
Greeks: 

„A small bier prettily decked with orange 
and citron buds, jasmine flowers, and bows 
was placed in the chureh, with a Christ cru- 
cified rudely painted on board for the body. 
We saw it in the evening and before day- 
break were suddenly awakened by the blaze 
and crackling of a large bonfire, with sing- 
ing and shouting in honor of the resurrec- 


tion.“ 

Easter day ls set apart for visiting in Rus- 
sia. The men go to each other’s houses in 
the morning and’ introduce themselves by 
saying, Jesus Christ is risen.” The people 
then embrace, give each other eggs, and 
drink a great deal. They presenta colored 
red egg to the priest of the parish on Easter 
morning. The common people carry one of 
these red eggs in their hands upon Easter 
day and three or four days after. They use 
it in token of the resurrection, whereof they 
rejoice. : 

The use of eggs on Easter day, sometimes 
called Pasche, or paste eggs, has come 
down to the present time. Eggs were held 
by the Egyptians as a sacred emblem of the 
renovation of mankind after the deluge The 
Jews adopted them to suit the circumstances 
of their history as a type of their departure 
from the land of Egypt; they were also used. 
in the feast of the Passover. 

Hyde, in his description of Oriental sports, 
tells of one with eggs among the Christians 
of Mesopotamia on Easter day, and forty 
days afterward: “The sport consists in 
striking their eggs one against another, and 
the egg that first breaks is won by the owner, 
of the one that struck it. Immediately an- 
other egg is pitted against the winning egg, 
and so on till the last egg wins all the others. 
which their respective owners shall before 
have won.“ 

In Germany sometimes instead of eggs at 
Easter an emblematical print is occasionally 
presented. One of these is preserved in the 
print room of the British Museum. Three 
hens are represented as upholding a basket, 
in which are placed three @ggs ornamented 
with representations illustrative of the Res- 
urrection: over the center egg the Agnus 
Dei,” with a chalice representing faith; the 
other eggs bearing the emblem of charity 
and hope. 

Easter day has always been considered by 
the church as a season of great festivity. 
Belithus, a naturalist of ancient times, tells 
us that it was customary jn some churches 
for the Bishops and Archbishops themselves 
to play games with the inferior clergy, even 
on Easter day itself. 

A writer in the Gentleman’s Magazine for 
July, 1783, conjectures that the flowers 
with which many churches are ornamented 
Easter’ day are most probably emblems of 
the Resurrection.” There are people today 
who think that unless something new is 
worn Easter day no good fortune will come 
to them during the year. 

The Dorsetshire poet, Mr. Barnes, gives us 
this quaint little verse in regard to this cus- 
tom: 


Laste Faster I put on my blue frock coat, the vust 
time, vier new; 

Wi’ yaller buttons aal o' brass 

That glittered in the zun like glass; 

Bekiaze twer Easter Zunday.

When one 
pins the other by the nose a very excitin 
struggle takes place, the two lying fasten 
together like professional wrestlers, and 
then shaking each other backward and for- 
ward with might and main. 

They often seem extremely exhausted, but 
still fight on bravely, and sometimes it is a 
matter of difficulty to partthem. They dis- 
play considerable agility in evading their 
opponent’s mouth, and also in suddenly 
twisting around and taking a piece out of 
his tail. In twenty minutes or so these ap- 
pendages, which looked so brave and bright 
— they went into the fray, are torn to rib- 

ns. 

The fish’s general appearance after the

all observable. Like the baby frog, which 
either sheds or absorbs its tail, the four- 
footed bird rids itself of its useless legs in 
the same manner, chicks six weeks of age 
usually being perfectly free from any signs 
of the extra members. The ornithologists 
profess to believe that this curious creature 
is a survival of some past geological epoch, 
Its scientific name is isthocomus cristat- 
us. The natives call it the“ hoacetzin,“ which 
means the evil-smelling bird.” It is also 
claimed that there is not a carnivorous ani- 
mal known that will taste its fesh.—St. Louis 
Republic. 


A Curious Collection. 

A well-known Leeds banker possesses an 
immense number of different bank notes is- 
sued at various times by banks that have 
come to grievous smash and which have in- 
volved thousands of persons in their ruin, 
Not alone are bank notes included in thig 
curious collection of relics of broken banks 
which must start a world of painful reflec- 
tions in a commercial community, but also 
bonds relating to celebrated undertakings 
which have proved sources of immense loss 
to speculators, these including script of 
the South Sea bubble, of many of the 
schemes of Hudson, the railway king, and 
of the Tichborne bond enterprise. So far as 
the bank notes are concerned, it is astonish- 
ing to see what a large number of establish- 
ments they refer to, and the whole collection 
represents the names of schemes which have 
drained the investing public of hundreds of 
millions sterling. The collector relates that 
on several occasions visitors who have seem 
the collection have, on coming to some par- 
ticular note, burst into tears, for they have 
been directly connected with the ruin

But there was a scene of great anima- 
tion when Couct Herbert Bismarck, Count 
William Bismarek, Count von Raatzau, and 
Gen. Count von Waldersee arrived.

We have fought to 
such an extent that dogs have licked the blood of 
the slain, yet we now shake hands and march to- 
gether against the enemies of our country. This 
is the way our dynasties act as compared with 
our party factions. I hope you will take a lesson 
therefrom. As long as we are able to reckon 
upon this national sentiment we need bave no fear 
of our being involved in any difficulty which may 
arise from party division, 

I should be giad if more support was given to 
the national will in the Diet and individual 
States, just as it has been supported by the 
reigning dynasty. We cannot in Germany exist 
as two separate kingdoms as Sweden and Nor- 
way, which live together under one dynasty. We 
are Prussians. Bavariaus, and Saxons. We are 
Germans. To remain so we must study the coun- 
try’s interest in our Diets, especially regarding 
the policy to be pursued in the Empire. We 
specially must not ignore this. 

Forei¢nan Folicy. 

We must exercise control over our Foreign 
Minister in regard to the attitude he adopts in 
| the Bundesrath and over the imperial policy he 
pursues. The whole national sentiment would 
he entirely changed if it should be possible ta in- 
duce local patriotism to partake in the develop- 
ment of the nation to such an extent that Ger- 
man policy might also be discussed in the Prus- 
sian Dict as well as the question of how the For- 
eign Minister shall be instructed in his capacity 
as Representative in the Bundesrath. Are we 
agreed upon this point? Such matters can be 
easily discussed during the debate on the budget 
om debate on officials’ salaries. [Laugh- 
ter. 

I shall be pleased if the policy of the empire is 
criticised in the Diet, and this I say not only of the 
Prussian, but also of the Saxon, Bavarian, and 
other Diets. This, in my opinion, would be proof 
that those assemblies are interested in that pol- 
icy; that they lived with it and expected some- 
thing from it. This interest hitherto has not 
been shown to the great extent I could have 
wishéd. The German, Prussian. German-Bava- 
rian, and German-Saxon Governments are now 
running side by side. They. are in no way to be 
separated or be regarded as separate, notwith- 
standing the pressure and remarkable friction 
existing on that subject. The Saxon representa- 
tive must therefore always be instructed from 
the view point of Saxon interests in his relations 
to the Reichstag and the Bundesrath. 

Allegiance to the Empire. 

So must it be also with the representatives of 
Prussia and Bavaria. On the other hand, no Ba- 
varian, Saxon, or Prussian Minister can be per- 
mitted to free himself from allegiance to the 
empire. [Applause.] This inseparable connec- 
tion of mutual interests is provided for in the 
theoretical bureaucratic fiction that two sepa- 
rate governments existed side by side. An im- 
periail government having no relations with the 
individual governments must be absolutely im- 
aginary. It could have no possible existence, at 
any rate, according to treaty provisions. Cer 
tainly such a state of affairs might exist for a 
little time, but there is no real ground for it in 
the Constitution and therefore 

Here the speaker paused and then added: 

Gentlemen, I could say much more [laughter] 
if I-were strong and rough. Iam a weary old 
man. [Loud cries of No.“ No.“ ] I am grate- 
ful for your patient attention and still more for 
the honor you have shown me. I regret that 1 
am not in a position to work with you in Parlia- 
ment.

wards the Federal States. Remember also you must 
help him execute not only a policy for Branden- 
burg and Prussia but also an imperial German 
policy. {Lond applause.]

I can even console myself with the 
santiment that for a loving pair there is room

riment, was greeted with the loudest and most 
prolonged applause.

Bismarck Is Sarcastic. 


Although the death of his faithful life part- 
ner last fall remains as a shadow on his de- 
clining days, Prince Bismarck is by no means 
devoid of his old-time humor and sarcasin, as 
numerous replies of his to deputatidns wait- 
ing on him prove. One of the most cutting 
but just remarks of that kind was when he 
said in answer to a flattermg mot about the 
enormous evidence of sympathy shown in ad- 
vance of his birthday and the crowds anxious 
to come: 

Hundreds come because of my birthday 
thousands because of the Umsturz bill.“ 

Nevertheless the desire to testify their love 
and admiration of the unifier of Germany is 
a spontaneous and general one throughout 
‘the country. A deputation of the command- 
ing Generals of the German army will wait 
on Bismarck April 1 as the bearers of good 
wishes and likewise of a fine gift. Splendidly 
mounted addfesses, too, will be presented to 
Bisraarck on behalf of the Conservative, Na- 
tional, Liberal, and Anti-Semite parties April 
1. The National Liberal club will also give 
a banquet at the Kaiserhof April 1, at which 
the eulogy on Bismarck will be pronouncéd 
by Dr. Boetticher, the leader of the pasty, 
and each participant will receive a memorial 
medal.

It is thought, however, to be one 
of the first subjects which will engage the 
ministry. Before reaching the merits of the 
case the ministry will first have to decide 
whether to confirm or reject the preliminary 
assurance given by the last ministry to Sec. 
retary Gresham that a proper explanation 
would be made when the facts of the Allianca 
case were ascertained, The new ministry is 
rather inclined to be belligerent in its ten- 
dencies, that is, so far as can be judged by the 
record of its prior members. 

The cable announcement from Madrid that 
Senor Dupuy de Lome will be the suc. 
cessor to Sefior Muruaga as Minister to the 
United States is not yet officially confirmed 
here. The statement is generally credited, 
however, as it appears in the Epoca, a leading 
Conservative paper in close touch with the 
new ministry and regarded as a semi-official 
organ. 

Sefior de Lome was the Spanish Minister 
at Washington three years ago, serving only 
six months, and being succeeded by Muruaga. 
He is a Conservative, which, in part, led to 
his being succeeded by Sefior Muruaga, a Lib, 
eral, Now the politics of Spain has taken an- 
other shift, and Mr. De Lome is sent back to 
his former station. He also served in this 
eountry as one of Spain’s Worla’s Fair Com- 
missioners, the post being particularly im- 
portant ata time when one of Spain’s royal 
family, Princess Eulalie, visited the World’s 
Fair. 


SPANISH TROOPS ARRIVE AT CUBA, 


Warship Alfonso XII. Reaches the Island 
with 750 Men—Battles Reported. 

Havana, Cuba, March 25.—The Spanish 
warship Alfonso XII. has arrived with 750 
men. .The army officers were entertained at a 
grand banquet at the Spanish club. 

Col. Santoscildes reports that March 23 he 
had an encounter at San Roman with the in- 
surgent forces.

COOLING DOWN IN NICGARAGUA’S CASE. 


State Department Will Carefally Investi- 
gate the Hatch Matter. 

Washington, D. C., March 25.—Dr. Guz. 
man, the Nicaraguan Minister, was at the 
State Department this morning and the in- 
ference is he has been consuiting Secretary 
Gresham respecting the British ultimatum. 
It is evident the State Department is deeply 
concerned in this matter and a statement 
from Ambassador Bayard explaining the pur- 
pose of Great Britain is anxiously looked for. 
It is not believed the government can object 
to the creation of a commission of fair com- 
plexion to ascertain and fix damages sustained 
by British subjects in Nicaragua and the issue 
appears to have aarrowed down to-the demand 
of an indemnity of £75,000 ($375,000) for 
the expulsion of Mr. Hatch, the British Con- 
su'ar Agent at Biuetields. It is felt here 
that in the present depressed finan- 
cial condition of Nicaragua this 
is rather an exorbitant demand, but aside 
from this there is already a disposition to ex- 
amine into the matter further and ascertain 
whether the Nicaraguan Government did not 
act entirely within its rights in expelling the 
consular agent. It is felt at the State De- 
partinent that it will require the exercise of 
great caution to safely determine upon a line 
of policy that will not lose for the United 
States the respect of the smaller republics of 
this hemisphere and at the sametime will not 
violate any of the principles of ‘international 
law and equity. 

London, March 25.—The Parliamentary

BULLET NOT EXTRACTED FROM THE 
OHINESE STATESMAN, 


Y . 
Unfortunate Old Man, However, Is Resting 
Basily, and as No Fever Has Set In It 
Is Believed He Will Eventually Recover 
~The Affair May Possibly Result in De- 
Claring Off the Negotiations for Peace 
Li Wants to Succeed in His Mission= 
How the Shot Was Fired. 


Yokohama, March 25.—Resolutions have 
been submitted to the Japanese Diet regret- 
ting the attack made upon Viceroy Li Hung 
Chang, who was shot and wounded in the 
face yesterday at Shimonoseki, The bullet 
has not yet been extracted from the face of 
Li Hung Chang, but the Viceroy’s condition 
is favorable; he has no fever and is euffering 
but little pain. His assailant, who ie de- 
scribed as a political bravo, rushed from the 
crowd when Li Hung Chang’s palanquin was 
passing, seized the carrier’s hand, and fired at 
the Chinese statesman. The bullet entered 
the Viceroy’s leit cheek. The affair has 
caused the greatest indignation here. 

Li Hang Chang’s would-be assassin is re- 
| ported to be a lunatic. He has a criminal 
record and has served a term of im prison- 
ment. 

A Hongkong dispatch says precautions 
against a Japanese attack have been taken at 
Foochow, Amoy, and Swatou. The harbor of 
Amoy has been planted with torpedoes, and it 
is thought probable that the Japanese will 
* au attempt to capture that place 

| adon, March 25.—A dispatch to the 
Times from Shanghai says the Corean Gov- 
ernment refuses to accept a loan from Japan 
with the condition attached to it that it be re- 
paid in five years. 

Washington. D. C., March 25.— Informa- 
tion coming to the Chinese Legation is to the 
effect that Li Hung Chang’s wound is not 
dangerous, except as complications may de: 
velop, Prince Li's advamged age and several 
constitutional disorders, which make him al- 
most au iuvalid, however, may aggravate an 
otherwise harmless wound. On his arrival at 
Shimonoseki Li was too sick to leave the ship 
which brought heim. He had to be carried 
about, this being a necessity in his case 
as well as an honor due his rank. Officials of 
the Japanese Legation say the offender prob- 
ably will be charged with treason, as the 
assault is not only against the person of Li 
Hung Chang, but also agaiagt the Japanese 
Government, It is probable, also, that the 
trial will be by court-martial, if the martial 
law existing at Hiroshima has been extended 
to Shimonoseki. Conviction by court-martial 
would mean that the offender would be snot, 
while hanging would be the penalty ifa civil 
coart convicted him, that form of capital 
punishment having beeg substituted for de- 
capitation in Japan. 

Diplomats here are iuelined to believe the 
entire peace negotiations possibly may be 
broken off by the assault on Li by affording a 
pretext for European intervention, Li him- 
self, however, will not prevent a failure of 
peace negotiations if it be possible for him to 
do so, as the Empress dowager has so im- 
pressed upon him the necessity of returning 
to China with a peace settlement that failure, 
it is asserted, will be followed by his com mit- 
ting suicide, 

New York, March 25,—Capt. Alfred T. 
Mahan of the Cruiser Chicago has been in- 
ter vie ved in reference to the Japanese-Chi- 
nese naval battles. In regard to the report re. 
cently cabled from London that the entire 
British and Russian Mediterranean fleets were 
to be ordered to the Pacific, Capt. Mahan 
said, 

That, I think, is not at all likely. Before I left 
some ships of those fleets had been ‘ordered to 
the Pacific, but it is highly improbable that 
either England or Russia will leave the Medi- 
terranean stations without a fleet of warships. 
Even with the ships Japan has added to its war 
fleet by Chinese captures either England or 
France alone could send a superior fleet against 
it if occasion required either of those nations to 


do so. 

It is generally regarded in diplomatic 
circles that shrewd old Li Hung Chang will 
make his wound the most costly one that 
was ever given to a mortal being. 

“If Li does not make that pistol shot worth 
$25,000,000,” said a diplomat today,. he is 
not the statesman I take him for. He will 
want to shave fully that much off the indem- 
nity demand, and his wound will become 
painful every time Japan makes an exor- 
bitant demand. It is tha best thing that has 
happened for China since the war began. 


Prominent Germans Discuss the Forth- 
coming Monetiry Conferenca, 
Berlin, March 25.—A number of prominent 
German officials have been interviewed on 
the subject of the forthcoming international 
monetary conference. They are practically 
unanimous in the belief that action favorable 
to silver will de taken by Germany, France, 
and the United States, and a majority eay that 
the position of England is immaterial. In 
speaking of England, several said openly they 
thought the Rosebery Ministry would soon be 
displaced by a Conservative Cabinet. The 
friends of the double standard largely base 
their expectation of international bimetallism 
upon the ground that it is the only thing that 
can relieve the distressed agriculturists of 
Germany. Prince Hohenlohe, the Imperial 
Chancellor, said: 
The united governments of the German States 
will, by my recommendation, make a careful in- 
quiry into this matter. As to the proposed mon- 
etary conference, I am looking forward with con- 
fidence to its results, in order that this vexed 
question may at last find a solution satisfactory 
to all the countries which have suffered from the 
monetary calamities of the last five years. Much 
has been put before the representatives of the 
different German States, collectively and indi- 
vidually. As tothe place where the conference 
ought tobe held, I presume that many of our 
people would like to see it held in Beflin. But 1 
think that their views will hardly preponderate. 
Count Mirbach, one of the leaders of the 
Conservative party, said: 
As soon as Germany can secure the 
of the powers mainly interested—nego 
that effect are now going on—then the conference 
will be called wherever and whenever practica- 
ble. There is a possibility that the date of the 
conference will intentionally be put off some- 
what in order to secure the good will of England, 
where it seems that the days of the anti-silver 
Rosebery government are counted. The question 
how the German Government will approach 
the question of universal bimetallism is not 
easily’ answered. A strong and firm hand is 
wanted in our monetary policy here. It is my 
firm conviction that the power of facts will force 
the government to help pave the way for the 
realization of international bimetallism in some 
form or other. Eventually, I say, because some 
powers wil! be forced into it against their will. 
Bimetailism in Germany is not any longer a cur- 
rency question, but a universal, national, eoo- 
nomic one. It stands close to the at present 
most important problem of the German inner 
policy—viz.: the salvation and maintenance

Offer her big interest for her money 
and put up one or two carriages as security.

This is the scheme Mrs. Chandler, No. 573 
West Madison street, says vas played on her 
and yesterday she was before the grand jury 
trying to get the man, whose name was giver 
as Webber, indicted. She expects to succeed.

returns to the city. Webber has been tried

IS CLOSE AS A CLAM. 
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PRESIDENT GREENHUT IS SILENT 
ABOUT WHISKY TRUST AFFAIRS. 


Does Not Join in the Good Feeling Over 
the Success of the Stockholders’ Reor- 
ganization Plan Made Operative in 
New York=—Confers with Ex-Receiver 
Lawrence=Mr. McNulta Refuses to Talk 
Abeut Suits to Recover Money=Wait- 
ing for Aunual Meating. 

The plan of the stockholders’ reorganiza- 
tion committee of the whisky trust was de- 
clared operative in New York yesterday. At 
the close of banking hours 320.000 out of a 
total of 350,000 shares of stock had been de- 
posited with the Manhattan Trust company, 
and the amount outstanding was considered 
too small to deserve serious consideration. 
On all sides the complete success of the plan 
was admitted. 

Among those who were not overjoyed by 
developments was President Joseph B, Green- 
hut, who came on from New York yesterday 
morning and went to the Grand Pacific, where 
he as assigned a room but did not register. 
During the day he called at the office of E. 
F. Lawrence, who resigned as a receiver of 
the trust Saturday. Mr. Greenhut was not 
inclined to talk. The cbdjecst of his visit, he 
said, was merely to look after his personal 
interests, declining to go into particulars.

AUDITOR GORE OPPOSES THE BILLS. 


Wants Building and Loan Offictals to Send 
. in a Pratest. 

Auditor David Gore seems to object to two 
bilis pending in the Legislature. One is Sen- 
ate bill No. 28 and the other House bill No. 
633. The former proposesto create a de- 
partment of banks and building and loan as- 
sociation:, and the latter provides for the ap- 
pointment of a Commissioner of Banks and 
Building and Loan Associations.

but eighteen months; during this time. the

The law as at present framed has been en- 
deavored to be administered in the interests of 
the associations. Every effort has been made 
that this administration should be in the direc- 
tion of economy in the matter of charges and 
usefulness in the matter of methods recommend- 
ed for use by the associations’ examiner. We are 
confident that those efforts are appreciated by 
the associations; with this confidence we ask 
those who are in charge of the affairs of the as- 
sociation to immediately sign the inclosed pro- 
test and forward same to our office. In the ad- 
ministration of the laws governing these institu- 
tions this office has not been actuated or governed 
by political associations but has endeavored to 
afford service that would be of substantial value 
to the institutions concerned, The bills that are 
herein mentioned contemplate the reduction of 
this department to a political basis; that it will 
be hurtful to so reduce this department must be 
conceded by every officer of the assuciations of 
this State. 

Believing that the interests of the building and 
loan associations of IIlinois will be conserved 
by the defeat of these hurtful measures, the in- 
closed protest against their pa is submitted. 
The protest properly signed should be submitted 
to the Auditor of Public Accounts at the earliest 
possible date.

OITIZENS OALL IT QOOLONIZATION. 


Judge Tuthill Grants Injunction Against 
Kvergreen Park Board. 

Evergreen Park is only a year-old village, 
but ite politics is alleged to be so bad that 
a bill for injunction to prevent colonizing 
voters was yesterday filed in the Circuit 
Court. Judge Tuthill granted a temporary 
injunction. The allegations alleged in the 
bill are that the present Town Board in a de- 
sire to continue itself in office resorted to the 
colonization scheme. The population of Ever- 
green Park is only 400 and the number of 
voters is hot large. The opposition to the 
present officers became so strong that the 
chances of reélection of the members were 
greatly reduced. March 1 ‘fifty men were 
brought to the village to work on tne streets. 
They were to get $1.50 a day and the work 
they have been doing is not hard. The peo- 
ple of the village who are opposed to the re- 


election of the present officers ‘looked on the 


importation of so many laborers at that time 
as a purely political move. They appealed to 
Attorney Bailey for a plan for redress. He 
ot up the bill for injunction and now the 
own Board is restrained from giving the 
men further employment or paying them any 
wages out of the village treasury. 


STUBBORN DEADLOOK AT ATLANTA. 


Members of the Police Commission Are 
Trying to Starve Fach Other Out, 

Atlanta, Ga., March 25.—A sensational ad- 
journed meeting of the Police Commission- 
ers was held today. J. W. English, whose 
term of office had expired, but who by com- 
mon consent has held over, presided. There 
was a deadlock over the election of his suc- 
cessor. The City Council had designated 
Mayor King to act temporarily, and there 
was a conflict of authority.

TO EREOT A HANDSOME STRUOTURE. 


F. M. Atwood te Put Up a Thirteen Story 
Store and Office Building. 

F. M. Atwood has had plans drawn for a 
thirteen-story store and office building to oc- 
cupy the northwest corner of Clark and Mad- 
ison streets. and work under these plans will 
begin May 1. Mr. Atwood holds leases for 
three pieces of property on the corner and ad- 
joining on the north, which have ninety-four 
years to run. The property held under these 
leases has a frontage of sixty-three feet on 
Clark street and eighty feet on Madison 
street, and the new building will cover this 
property. All arrangements have been made 
for the tearing down of the present buildings, 
beginning May 1, and by Oct. 1 Mr. Atwood

expects to have the building far enough along 
towards completion to move into the first 
floor. 

Under the present building ordinances a 
building may be constructed not to exceed 
130 feet from the street level to the roof line. 
That will permit of only ten stories, and un- 
less the present crdinance is repealed or 
amended the building will stop at the tenth 
story. The plans huve been prepared by Hol- 
abird & Roche. The design shows an attract- 
ive completed structure with the main floor, 
the second and third floors designea for mer- 
cantile purposes. The building is to be of 
steel and tile of the most modern construc- 
tion. The first three stories are to be of dark 
terra-cotta and the seven above of fawn col- 
ored brick. There are bay windows which 
begin at the fourth floor and run to the tenth 


| floor on Clark street and Madison street. 


Top Stories of White Terra-Cotta. 

All the girders and columns, together with 
the foundation, are to be constructed with a 
view to the addition of the three upper floors 
if a change is made in the building ordinance 
which will permit it. If these are built they 
will be of white terra cotta. 

The first floor and the two floors above it 
are to have large plate-glass windows. The 
entrance to the store will be on the corner, 
which is cut off, and the entrance to the stairs 
aud elevators will be on the Clark street 
front, adjoining the north wail, The base- 
ment is to be fitted up with a view to its being 
leased for business purposes, and there will 
be an entrance to this from each front. The 
cost of the building is estimated at $250,000. 
The offices will be oak finished, floors will 
be of mosaic or marble tile, the halls will be 
wainscoted with blue-veined marble, the iron 
staircases will have marble treads, foar 
sveedy elevators will be run for the accommo- 
dation ot the offices, and two additional ele- 
vators will accommodate the merchandising 
on the second and third stories, if the depart- 
ments of the clothing business should decide 
to occupy them. 

The entrance to the upper part of the build- 
ing will be ornamented by polished granite 
columns, as will also the corner entrance of 
the store and the main entrance to the base- 
ment on the Madison street frontage. The 
building will be lighted by incandescent elec- 
tric hghts, with reserve supply of gas fixtures 
for emergencies. 

Mr. Atwood holds a lease to the adjoining 
eighty feet on Madison street, having a depth 
of 180 feet. This is now occupied by his 
store in addition to the corner. During the 
construction of the new building this prop- 
erty will be occupied by the entire business 
of the clothing house run by Mr. Atwood.

Joseph A. Nealey Arraigned for Furnish- 
ing an Inadequate Bail Bond, 
Joseph A. Nealey, who furnished the bond 
that enabled Harold K. Cavelle to escape to 
Mexico, was placed on trial before Judge 
Seaman in the Federai District Court yester- 
day afternoon.

MRS. HENROTIN TELLS OF INTEREST 
IN THE WOMAN'S OLUBS. 


As a Dauchter of Chicago and the Presi- 
dent of the Federation She Was Hon- 
ored by Her Sex Wherever She Went 
Growth and Progress of the Work to 
Which She Devotes Her Energy~Arthur 
J. Eddy Relates Personal Experiences 
with Whistler. 


Mrs. Charles Henrotin returned yesterday 
to Chicago and chatted entertainiugly of her 
trip East in the interest of women’s clubs. As 
President of the General Federation of Clubs 
she was everywhere honored and fdted and 
toasted by notable women and distinguished 
women’s clubs. 

„ Attentions were shown me as a daughter 
of Chicago.“ said Mrs. Henrotin with enthu- 
siasm, as well as the President of the Gen- 
eral Federation of Cluos. Really, if Chicago 
women could only realize the admiration, un- 
selfish and spontaneous, which the women of 
the entire country entertain for them it would 
try even their mettle to justify the encom!- 
ums. Huhdreds of times, it seemed, I had to 
relate the story of the Chicago Woman's 
club. As its achievements were proudly re- 
counted the women would deciare: ‘ Well, 
everything seems possible to the women of 
Chicago. 

The growth of the federation idea, evi- 
denced on all sides, is a source of gratifica- 
thor. to Mre. Henrotin, whose time is wholly 
taken in its promulgation. * The Woman's 
club movement,” she said, “is phenom- 
enal.“ 

Then she related some of the interesting 
features noted during her month’s sojourn in 
New York, New Jersey, Massachusetts, and 
Pennsylvania, ' 

Speaking of the club movement generally, 
she said: The club movement is the cul- 
mination of all movements among women. 
It is really a movement to put into practical 
uss the educational, social, moral, and spirit- 
ual development of the century. The philos- 
ophy of the movement is that of voluntary 
organization of forces in the education of 
public opinion. The club idea, speakmg 
generally, is undergoing great modifications. 
Most of the new clubs are not only becoming 
more or less civic associations, but are en- 

aging in large financial undertakings, To 
— The Canta Brigia of Cambridge, 


with a membership of 600, intends to build a 


large club-house devoted exclusively to 
women. The Heptorean of Somerville, a 
suburb of Boston, is not a year old and num- 
bers 300 members, with a waiting list of 150. 
It has already erected a beautiful auditorium. 
One of the direct results of the woman’s club 
movement is to break dowa social barriers. 
One club in one of the oldest and most fash- 
ionable * 2 in the East includes two dress 
makers. reat Canta Brigia club of Bos- 
ton has a yl ome: woman member. The 
Salem club aleo — a colored member.“ 

As given by Mrs. Henrotin the following 
States have already formed federations: 
Maine, Massachusetts, New York, New Jer- 
sey, Kentucky, Ohio, lowa, Illinois, Nebraska, 
Utah, and Michigan. In process of formation 
are Minnesota, Missouri, Colorado, Kansas.

Arthur J. Eddy Talks of the Artist te the 
Antiquarians,

THEY DO NOT LIKE THE AMENDED BILL. 


Horsemen in New York Afraid of Some of 
The Provisions. 
New York, March 25.—[{Special.]—The 
Gray racing bill is not liked nearly so well in 
its amended form by the proprietors and 
stockholders of racing associations as it was 
in its original state. There is a decided ob- 
jection to the State tax of 5 per cent of the 
gross receipts of the associations licensed 
for holding running races. The outlook for 
the race tracks, with their biggest source of 
revenue cut off, is not bright. There is not 
an association in the State that does not ex- 
pect to lose money in the first year under 
the new law. A tax on the net receipts 
would not cause much, f any, adverse crit- 
icism. Another amendment to the original 
bill that has caused a lot of unedsiness is 
the clause which says that all races shall be 
conducted under the reasonable rules and 


such rules or regulations may be rescinded 
by the committee. The objection. to this 
proviso is that the Commissioners who will 
be appointed will in all probability be men 
ignorant of the laws of racing. This will be 
apt to cause considerable trouble if any 
rules are revoked.

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BIG FRAUD CHARGED. 


BE A HUGE SWINDLE.. 


Trial of the President, Heary L. Haupt, 
for Gending Nen Mailable Matter 
Through the Postoffice Uuearths an Al- 
leged Scheme to Defraud Thousands 
Througheut the United States=Danger- 
ous Counterfeits Discovered in Omaha, 
Neb.—News from the Narthwest. 

Butte, Mont., March 25.—[{Special.}]—Henry 
L. Haupt, President of the Montana Mining, 
Loan and Investment company, is on trial 
in the United States Court here on the 
charge of sending non-mailable matter 
through the postoffice. The testimony in- 
troduced today developed a gigantic swind- 
ling scheme in which many prominent men 
are innocently involved. 

The company claims to have a paid up 
capital stock of $12,000,000 and its stock val- 
ued at $120 a share. It was organized in 
January, 1892; and has been doing an ex- 
tensive business since. On the representa- 
tion, so the government’s witnesses said, 
that he intended to organize a legitimate 
mining company, Haupt induced John E. 
Rickards, present Governor of the State: 
ex-County Treasurer H. C. Kessler, P. A. 
Largey, H. G. Valiton, M. L. Holland, and 
C. J. Stevenson, all prominent and wealthy 
mining men, to join. 
| With the names of these incorporators he 
then went to all the banks and secured per- 
mission to use their names as reference. A 
dozen worthless mining claims were located 
by him, as alleged, and deeded to the com- 
pany in consideration of $100 in cash and the 
entire capital stock. i then sent out cir- 
culars all over the rid advertising the 
property as highly developed and valuable 
and sold the stock on a monthly instalmnent 
plan, issuing certificates at $1 each. 

One hundred thousand certificates were is- 
sued each month, and the purchaser of each 
certificate was entitled to apply for a loan in 
any sum under$10,000. The trustees of the 
company were said to meet every month and 
apportion $50,000 among the borrowers. The 
person securing the loan was required to 
give a note for the amount payable in 1912, 
without interest or security, and when the 
purchaser had 120 certificates he was enti- 
tled toa share of stock. The remaining 880, 
000 from the monthly sale of certificates was 
supposed to go into office expenses and the 
development of the company’s mines. 

The testimony at the trial today showed 
Haupt was the sole manager of the concern 
and reaped all the profits. He apportioned 
the loans in cities where he thought he 
should have bigger returns and induce others 
te purchase certificates. When the eminent 
incorporators and the banks learned of the 
nature of the company they drew out of it, 
and the trustees withdrew the stock from 
the market, but this did not disconcert 
Haupt, for he selected new trustees and con- 
tinued his operations. The entire property 
of the Company is said to be worth not over 
$2,000, and its mines, which are located near 
Butte, to be worthless. Haupt has offices in 
London, New York, Chicago, St. Louis, San

DANGEROUS COUNTERFEITS IN OMAHA. 


Ink Removed from Greenbacks and the 
Fiber of the Paper Unirjuared, 

Omaha, Neb., March 25.—[{Special.]—Coun- 
terfeit bills have appeared in Omaha show- 
ing the sharpers are familar with some 
chemical that removes the ink from the 
fibered paper from which grenbacks are 
manufactured without defacing the bill. 
Then the crooks put in other figures, raising 
the amount tenfold. The First National 
Bank received Saturday one of the bills and 
the other was exhibited to the Merchants’ 
National Bank teller. Both had come from 
retailers, who had been victimized in such a 
manner that it was difficult to secure a de- 
scription of the persons from whom the spu- 
rious bills had originally come. 

The bill at the First National is a $1 de- 
nomination Treasury note payable in coin 
of the series of 1886 and with the likeness of 
Stanton on one side. The other is a silver 
certificate of the 1880 series, on which ap- 
pears the face of Martha Washington. 
Without the use of a glass to follow the ink 
stains in the fiber of the paper the only 
manner in which the bogus bills can be de- 
tected is by the vignettes on either side. 
This betrays its spurious origin, but affords 
no protection except to experts, who are 
aware that these likenesses do not appear on 
any bills of the denomination of $10. : 

A secret service agent today said an 
alarming feature of the case is that chem- 
icals are being used by this gang to remove 
the figures in the original. The fiber of the 
paper in use is supposed to be proof against 
this sort of manipulation. Probably two 
dozen figures must be removed in each bill 
handled and others substituted. 

The police expect many other bogus bills 
to be brought to the banks before the close 
of business tomorrow.

In Darmstadt, a city of which Prince Bis- 
marck is already an honorary citizen, a gen- 
eral celebration of the day will occur, consist- 
ing of illuminations, decorations, sending of 
a fine address, schoo festivals, ete.

Among 
the guests will be the sole surviving member 
of Bismarck’s old corps in Goettingen, the 
Hannovera, Mayor Fromme of Luenberg, 
who will present the Prince some cherished 
mementos, 

Engineers, artists, schools, and other per- 
sons and institutions in all parts of Germany 
are making srrangements to present address- 
es, gifts, and congratulations to the aged ex- 
Chancellor. The celebrations will extend 
days and Germany will be alive with Bis. 
marckian enthusiasm. 


Gifts from All Peoples. 


A large number of the members of the 
Patriotic club of Leipsic will present con- 
gratulations. A visit en masse, with banners 
and emblems, will be undertaken April 17 
by all the Berlin trades organizations and the 
affiliated bodies of other cities. The singing 
societies of Berlin and other cities will also 
celebrate. The Berlin societies will havea 
grand commers in the Philharmonic. 
Koenigsberg will present the Prince with an 
artistic miniature reproduction of Friedriche- 
ruhe carved true to life. 

The women of Silesia will send a number 
of gifts. The people of the Duchy of Anhalt 
will present the ex-Chancellor with a fine 
bronze group.

ANTI-FUSION LAW DECLARED VALID, 


First Act of the Present Michigan Legis- 
lature Water Tight- But Todd Wins. 

Lansing, Mich., March 25.—|Special.]— 
The first act of the present Legislature to be 
passed upon by the Supreme Court stood the 
constitutional test. It was the so-called anti- 
fusion law, which requires that when a candi- 
date is nominated by more than one party he 
must designate within five days after the last 
nomination is certified to the Election Com- 
missioners which of thé tickets he wishes his 
name to be printed in on the official ballot. 


The court declared that the law comes within 
_the constitutional provision giving the Legis- 


lature power to pass laws for the purpose of 
preserving the purity of elections. The case 
was brought up by Albert M. Todd of Kala. 
mazoo, who was nominated by the Free 
Silver, Prohibition, and Populist parties. 
The court held that the law was not retro- 
active, and as Todd was nominated and all 
the nominations certified to the Election 
Commissioners before this act took effect 
his name should be printed on the tickets of 
all parties by which he was nominated.

ST. PAUL DISAPPOINTS THE ORO WD. 


The Launching Is a Failure and a Speech 
by Mark Twain Is Lost, 

Philadelphia, Pa., Mareh 25.—The big 
American line steamer St. Paul was not 
launched today. At the eleventh hour she 
disappointed her owners, the International 
Navigation company, her builders, the Messrs. 
Cramp, and the vast multitude of humanity 
waiting to witness her initial dip, by refusing 
to budge an inch from the ways. When the 
scheduled time—1:15 p. m.—arrived the yard 
was crowded with thousands of sightseers, the 
river wat dotted with craft bearing distin- 
guished visitors, and Miss Frances C. Gris- 
com, surrounded by a party of friends, stood 
on the christening stand swinging the bottle 
of champagne which was to give the ship its 
baptism and awaiting the signal to give its 
name. The props were knocked away, the 
last log sawed, and ail eyes were directed anx- 
iously to the mighty huli. But she did not 
move. Thenan investigation was made and 
it was discovered that tallow, with which the 
ways had been greased, had caked to the con- 
sistency of flint. Instead of assisting in slid- 
ing the boat off it retarded ita movement. 
When the condition of the tallow was per- 
ceived jacks were resorted to, but without 
success. Thenaline of hose was turned on

At 2:45 p. m. it was announced that no 
further efforts would be made to launch the 
vessel.
